DOWN IN THE TUBE

CARS EXPANDING? 

One of our six-car subway trains that left the 
Montauk Yards on Monday heading westbound 
at 8 a.m. had an unusual thing happen when it got 
to the Amagansett station at 8:20 a.m. When all 
six cars came to a halt, the last car did not reach 
the platform. It stuck out. This would have made 
sense if there were by mistake seven cars on that 
train, but they were carefully counted and there 
were only six. The problem seemed to fix itself 
by the time the train got to the East Hampton 
station where it fit the platform perfectly. Many 
investigators went to the Amagansett platform 
for the rest of the day to see if it would happen 
again, but it never did.

LOST IN THE BUSH 

Police are continuing to search for a 
Southampton man who fell into his privet 
hedge last Wednesday and who hasn’t been 
seen or heard from since. Mason Fletchler 
Ill, the owner of Just Desserts on Captain’s 
Neck in Southampton’s exclusive estate 
section, was operating a gas-powered trimmer 
while dangerously perched on the top of a 
tall stepladder when he apparently lost his 
balance and fell into the thick bushes. No one 
witnessed the fall. “He dropped his trimmer 
when he tumbled in,” says police spokesman 
Larry Hirsch, noting that the tool was found, 
still running, on the ground under the area 
where Fletchler was working. “It’s too bad he 
didn’t hang onto it, because then he might 
have been able to cut his way out.” Even 
considering the impenetrability of the average 
hedge in Southampton’s privacy-obsessed 
estate enclave, the privet at Just Desserts is 
uncommonly tall, wide and dense—according 
to neighbors, Fletchler takes great pride in 
the health and vigor of his hedges and insists 
on tending them himself. “I don’t know what 
he fertilizes with, but this is the Berlin Wall of 
privet,” says Hirsch. According to Hirsch, the 
lush growth has stymied police in their efforts 
to locate Fletchler. “You can’t see more than 
two inches into those bushes, even with infra- 
red!” The dense foliage also dampens sound, 
so it’s impossible for Fletchler to make himself 
heard from within the bushes or for police 
to communicate with Fletchler. “I honestly 
don’t know, under the circumstances, how 
he managed to squeeze into this stuff,” says 
Hirsch, but he notes that all evidence points 
to the fact that Fletchler is in fact trapped in 
the privet and he adds that police will continue 
searching the bushes “indefinitely.” 


PILOTS DEFY UGLY AIRCRAFT RULES 

In the few weeks since rules barring ugly aircraft 
from landing at the local airport went into effect, 
officials noted that pilots of certain disgusting 
planes and hideous helicopters have been 
continuing to take off and land at the airport as 
if the rules didn’t exist. “We have continued to 
have to watch these horrendously ugly aircraft 
defile our beautiful skies,” announced airport 
spokesman Peter Fluger, who noted that the 
offending aircrafts’ pilots have been fined for 
defying the new rules.

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Uber, Montauk & I Came, I Saw Myself, I Got Drunk, I Took a Selfie

omething very disturbing is happening 

to tourism. For many young people, it’s 
no longer a matter of going someplace to 
see the sights and how the natives live. It’s 
about sending out Tweets, selfies, videos and 
Instagrams of yourself in the foreground, drunk, 
with maybe a lighthouse in the far-off distance 
behind. I was THERE. And I was DRUNK. And 
here’s one of me and my buddies naked. Or 
having SEX. 

In Malaysia, four tourists from Canada and 
England were put in jail after taking photographs 
of themselves naked on top of Mount Kinabalu 
in Malaysia. In Rome two California women 
were arrested for taking a selfie of themselves 
next to their initials they’d scratched on the 
wall of the Colosseum. In China tourists were 
arrested after other tourists photographed them 
throwing noodles at passersby. In Florence 
police arrested tourists enjoying themselves by 
peeing in the dome of that city’s cathedral. 

It’s really bad. And it’s all about “Me.” I have 
little doubt that after photographing themselves 


peeing into a fountain, they frantically tried to 


post that picture while being hauled off by the 
police, meanwhile yelling to friends to be sure 
to post their trying to make the post while being 
hauled off. 

In court, by the way, it is really a no-brainer 
about their innocence or guilt. It’s all in the 
photographs. And as vandalism has escalated— 
two tourists who climbed an 18th century 
sculpture of the Two Hercules in Cremona, 
Italy knocked off the crown—so have the fines. 
On an island in the Mediterranean, Menorca, 
officials charge $800 for public drinking and 
$3,000 for “balconing,” which is the act of diving 
off a hotel balcony into a swimming pool. The 
Mayor of Florence, Italy is seeking legislation to 
hand out jail sentences for vandalizing ancient 
artifacts, accidentally or not. 

All of this is by way of an introduction 
to what has been happening in Montauk on 
weekends this summer. As I -am sure you 
know, Montauk during the last decade has been 
partially transformed from a family vacation 
and fishing resort to a high-end party town for 
young summer people living in the Hamptons. 
Early on in the transformation, people cheered 


this development. The resort had been getting a

little down-at-the-heel. This would be a big shot 
in the arm for the economy of that community. 
Wealthy kids in Mercedes and Jaguars partying 
into the wee hours on a Saturday night at a few 
former fishing bars turned party bars. It seemed 
like a good thing. But now, practically all of the 
dozen or so fishing resorts have become party 
bars and the crowds consist more and more 
of unruly youth just looking for a good time 
and getting out of control—and getting a good 
photo to post. 

Over the Fourth of July weekend, there came 
a time on Saturday night when the pedestrians 
on Main Street simply took over the road and 
converted virtually the whole downtown—half 
a mile of it—into a public walkway while the 
police looked on. There was no way into or out 
of town. A fire department truck, responding 
to a call about a fire, had to make a detour 
along a back road to get to it. Later that night, 
an ambulance on Edgemere Road going to 
a call got motioned over to the side by club 
bouncers and other young people so a caravan 
of taxicabs could get through. Police got nearly 
500 calls over the weekend, double almost 
any other weekend, and (Continued on next page)

made arrests for drunken driving, loud music in 
the middle of the night and even, in one case, 
for peeing in Fort Pond. There were nearly 200 
summonses issued and 16 people arrested here 
over the weekend—five in Montauk. 

In some ways, rhis past Fourth of July 
reminded people of St. Patrick’s Day parades 
of years ago when thousands of young people 
came out on special railroad trains, getting 
themselves drunk on the long train ride so 
they were smashed even before they got here. 
Police from different towns had to be called in. 
But eventually there came a year when things 
subsided. Officials scheduled the parade in the 
morning rather than the afternoon. The railroad 
reduced the number of trains. Also ending the 
problem was the influx of hundreds of police 


officers from neighboring police departments 
posted out here for the day. 

What went on in Montauk this last July 
Fourth weekend also reminded people of the 
old spring break problem that used to beset 
Fort Lauderdale, Florida. People then, and this 
was before selfies, didn’t go down there to see 
Fort Lauderdale. They went down there to get 
drunk, have sex and watch wet T-shirt contests. 
Somehow—it would be interesting to know 
how—this got brought to an end. 

It also reminded some people of a time in the 
1990s when Westhampton Beach and Hampton 
Bays were full of bars and group houses, a 
situation brought to an end by heavy law 
enforcement, new laws about how many people 
could occupy a house, high fines, and, in the

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end, a violent racial assault outside of a bar 
called Club Marrakesh in the center of town that 
sent one young man to the hospital with very 
serious injuries after being beaten with a club. 


At the present time, there is a beautiful old 


waterfront fishing village called Magalluf, on the 
island of Majorca in the Mediterranean, which 
has become the center of the world for this 
generation’s selfie wet-T-shirt crowd. The whole 
town has been taken over. One gets a selfie with 
people having sex naked in the background. 
One gets a selfie with someone blind drunk on 
Main Street who doesn’t even know where he 
is or who’s taking his picture. Or one gets a 
picture taken “balconing,” diving into the pool 
from a balcony. (Some have been injured, some 
have died.) 

All of this, and many of the other incidents 
mentioned above, were in an article a few 
weeks ago in The New York Times.

My Evening Voting for the Best 16 BBQ Dinners at GrillHampton

was a judge at the Dan’s Papers GrillHampton 

cookoff last Friday. The judging, which pitted 
chefs of the Hamptons versus chefs of New 
York City, took place between 9 and 10 p.m. 
under the huge white tent set up in Sayre Park 
in Bridgehampton. There was, at one end, 
next to the band platform, another platform 
upon which was a long banquet table set up 
for seven—we were seven judges—at- which 
we would be fed, one after another, plates full 
of 16 different offerings from sixteen different 
chefs—eight nearby and eight from the city— 
and we would have five minutes to taste each 
one and, using a pencil and a chart, write down 
a grade in four different categories. At the 
end, we would hand the chart to a Master of 
Ceremonies who would announce the winner. 
As you might imagine, the charts were pretty 
gravy-stained by the end of the hour it took to 
eat all this. But we did it. 

Around 8:50 p.m., officials were sent out, 
through the crowds to find us and corral us 
back to the table for the tasting. The band, New 
Life Crisis, was thumping away playing popular 
music at high volume. Many in the crowd were 
all dressed up. Some were dancing. They had 


paid $125 each to get in and eat their fill. Of 
course, we judges were holding off eating our 
fill. We had a herculean task ahead of us. We 
drank, however—beer, wine, water, soft drinks. 

Our names were on folding cards in front 
of where we would be sitting. We were Bruce 
Bronster and Pat LaFrieda of presenting 
sponsor Pat LaFrieda Meat Purveyors, co-hosts 
Robert Irvine and Marc Murphy, Michael 
Gelman, executive producer of Live! With Kelly 
and Michael, baseball great Cecil Fielder and 
Dan Rattiner. 


We judges greeted one another and sat down. 


Some words were spoken. A parade of pretty 
waitresses and handsome waiters bearing 
plates of food came pushing through the crowd 
to set our individual portions in front of us. I 
looked at the chart.

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Ask the Expert 


Scientists Explain What You Can Do to Not Be Bitten By a Shark

ometimes you just don’t know whom to 

believe. Three weeks ago, when a Great White 
Shark tagged with a transmitter came swimming 
up to just offshore of Long Island, several 
experts spoke out to reassure everybody. Yes, 
Mary Lee was here. (They’d named her that.) 
But our records go back 150 years, and in that 
time no one on Long Island has ever died of a 
shark bite. 

Then two weeks ago, seven people who 
splashed into the ocean in bathing suits from 
the beaches in North and South Carolina 
allegedly, and I say allegedly, got so seriously 
bitten by a shark that some of them had to have 
limbs amputated. So which is true? Have sharks 
been attacking Long Island swimmers and it’s 
all being kept hush-hush? Or was nobody bitten 
at North Carolina or Long Island and the whole 
thing was just a publicity stunt? 

We decided to go to the ultimate expert shark 
scientist for the answer. He is the one to whom 
who other expert shark scientists go to for their 
answers. He would know. Dr. Ahab Starbuck 
was raised by sharks after his biological parents 
left him on the doorstep of a waterfront hospital 
in Great Neck as an infant. He went to Harvard 
and Yale and got two PhDs, then became 


President of the Ahab Starbuck Shark Institute 
just next door to the Albert Einstein Medical 
School Annex in Southampton. We visited 
him there. : 

“There are 400 different kinds of sharks in the 
world,” he told us. 

“Could you name some?” 

“Certainly. There’s the Bahama Saw Shark, 
which has a saw on the front; the Bigeye Sixgill 
Shark, which lives in deep water; the Blacktip 
Reef Shark; the Blue Shark...” 

“All these sharks begin with the letter B.” 

“There are no sharks that begin with the 
letter A. | am doing them alphabetically. So | 
start with the B’s.” 

“How about you just name the kinds of sharks 
that have been known to bite humans.” 

“There are just three sharks that do that. 
None of them start with B, though. They are the 
Great Hammerhead Shark, the Tiger Shark and 
the Great White Shark. The Hammerhead grows 
to 20 feet, the Tiger to 24.3 feet and the White 


to 26.2 feet. Any of these three can weigh up to - 


5,000 pounds.” 

“And you've studied all three?” 

“Oh, yes. That’s why I call them by their 
nicknames: Hammerhead, Tiger and White, 
though for you I call White ‘Great White’ here 
because you might not know I’m referring to the 


Great White when I say “White.” 

“I'm told there are bigger sharks than 
these three.” 

“There are, but they don’t bite people. They’re 
the basking shark and the whale shark, at 15,000 
pounds and 40,000 pounds respectively. Neither 
has teeth. They use gills to filter food.” 

“Have you ever been bitten by a shark?” 

“Of course not. I grew up amongst them. They 
are my friends.” 

“Have you seen anyone get bitten by a shark?” 

“Once when I was playing cards with a Great 
White he bit a visitor coming over to say hello. 
We were in the lab. He was just trying to protect 
me. Also, I was ahead $50.” 

“Where do people get bitten?” 

“On the arm, they take a leg, a foot.” 

“I mean where on the planet?” 

“By far the greatest number of shark bites 
reported are in New Zealand or Australia. When 
you’re there down under, don’t go into the 
water. I strongly advise that.” 

“Why sharks bite people down under?” 

“Think about it. The sharks are swimming 
around upside down. There in the water, the 
sharks are constantly fighting the possibility 
that gravity might just pull them right up and 
out of the water, up into the sky and out into 
space. There’s no truth (Cont'd on next page) 
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to it. But just the thought of it makes them 
very irritable.” 

“What about up here?” 

“North of the Equator? We’re one big happy 
family up here. It’s not a problem. That said, 
it’s probably not a good idea to do anything 
that might alarm or anger them. It’s their 
environment, not ours, after all.” 

“What about the report from the Carolinas?” 

“Sharks don’t bite people in the Carolinas, 
unless alarmed.” 

“What could alarm them?” 

“Any sudden jerky motions, any splashing, 
any cries out for help.” 

“How do you know a shark is approaching?” 

“You see the fin.” 

“What do you do if you see a shark?” 

“Stand really still. Don’t try to swim away. 
Stare at the sea bottom. Behave humbly. Don’t 
make eye contact. Then move your arms slowly 
and very friendly-like. Reach out underwater 
with your palm up, as if you have some food in 
it. When the shark comes, just pat it on the nose 
and talk very softly and sweetly.” 

“Anything else?” 

“Everyone needs to buy my Starbuck Shark 


Horn. Here. Pll show you one. It’s made of 
blue plastic, as you can see. It’s lightweight, 
especially underwater, it’s easily gripped in. 
your hand, and when not in use, you can carry 
it about in the little leather belt and holster that 
comes with it. Just wrap it around your waist 
like you’re a Wild West cowboy. It comes in 
blue, pink and white. It goes with any swimming 
outfit as a welcome accessory.” 

“How do you use it?” 

“When you see a shark, push the compressed- 
air cartridge attached to your belt into the slot 
at the back of the horn and you're locked and 
loaded. To use it, press this button marked 
with the yellow lightning bolt. When pressed, 
it makes a sound you can’t hear, but the shark 
can. He or she will swim away. It’s a call to food 
somewhere else.” 

“And the shark knows that?” 

“Sharks are an ancient species, going 
back hundreds of years. They are wired 
to go away when they hear this call for 
food from another place. That’s it.” 

“Suppose I use this on a herd of sharks...” 

“It’s a flock. Call them a flock.” 

“Suppose I use this on a flock of sharks and 


nothing happens? Maybe there’s something 
wrong with it, like the air cartridge has run out. 
If I can’t hear it, how would I know?” 

“You pre-test it. Get a dog. It works on dogs 
same as sharks. Press the button, if the dog 
runs off looking for food, you know it’s ok.” 

“How much does it cost?”

in Manhattan on the occasion 
of Queen Elizabeth’s Jubilee 
year. She also often appears in 
performance in the Hamptons, 
sometimes in public venues and 
sometimes at private homes for 
special occasions. 

This summer she will appear 
on Saturday July 25 at the 
Southampton Arts Center in a 
performance of the music of 
Richard Rodgers presented 
by Guild Hall and Patricia 
Watt. She will also perform on 
September 4 at Guild Hall in a 
one-night-only performance of George Bernard 
Shaw’s Don Juan in Hell, along with Dick 
Cavett, Steven Lang and Harris Yulin, who is 
also directing. 

“I love what I do,” she told me at lunch 
the other day. “Because of my international 
upbringing, I try to represent America’s musical 
heritage. I’ve been called the Ambassador for 
the American songbook.” 

But because of her upbringing, she also 
loves to sing in different foreign languages, 
particularly Italian, German, French and 
English, and in musical styles ranging from 
popular song and Broadway to chanson, lieder, 
operetta and opera. 

Anna Bergman was the youngest of three 
children born to Paul and Arlene Bergman. 
She was born in Paris, subsequently spent 
several years in Washington and then, from 
the age of 7 to 12, grew up in a fine mansion in 
Vienna. She lived her teenage years in Addis 
Abba, Ethiopia, London, Ottawa, and Kinshasa, 
Congo. The reason for all this moving around 
was that Paul Bergman, her father, was a high- 
level State Department career diplomat, posted 
to various foreign embassies at a time when 
the Cold War was at its peak, when the Soviet 
Union was our enemy and Germany was divided

into East and West with a wall between them 
in Berlin. She was educated in the American 
International School abroad and in private and 
public schools in Canada and the U.S. 

Without a doubt, however, her father’s 
posting to Vienna for five years was what set 
her on the course of her life. 

“Our home in those years was a great mansion 
in Vienna facing Tiirkenschantzpark. Vienna 
had been filled with archdukes and duchesses 
and other manner of royalty during its heyday. 
And much of that was still in evidence. People 
would go to other people’s homes to listen 


or watch performances by 
talented people in music, 
dance or literature. We were 
no exception. We actually had 
a stage at one end of our living 
room where we hosted such 
events. And I performed there, 
singing, and also doing ballet.” 

Interestingly, her mother, an 
actress and playwright, worked 
® as a broadcast journalist when 
they were living in Vienna. 
But because the wives of 
American diplomats were 
forbidden to work (especially 
as a journalist, which could 
compromise U.S. diplomatic 
information) she worked under 
man assumed name—Bettina 
@ Blair—interviewing icons and 
celebrities for Voice of America 
and NBC Radio so no one could 
identify her by her face. 

“My father risked his job 
letting my mother do this,” 
Bergman says. 

When Anna came of college 
age, she was accepted to and 
| went to Vassar on a scholarship 
for voice. When the time came 
to choose a major, however, she 
chose theater. After graduation, 
she was awarded a fellowship in 
opera. But that’s not where she 
saw her future. She saw her 
future in the concert world, 
performing live. And when 
she graduated, she began her 
career in D.C., performing in 
operas, musicals and plays. 
More such appearances 
followed, and soon thereafter, 

she chose to move to New York City to make 
that her home base. 

Some home base! 

“During my first two years in Manhattan, 
I had 12 sublets. I was constantly on the go, 
traveling elsewhere to perform. I couldn’t be 
signing a lease.” 

Her first big break was to perform at Carnegie 
Hall as part of the Ira Gershwin Centennial. She 
sang Ira Gershwin’s songs that he composed 
with Kurt Weil, Jerome Kern and others. 

During the next five years, between 2000 
and 2005, she did concerts with symphonies, 
cabaret, operas, plays and events, singing 
in Chicago, New Orleans, Barcelona, Palm 
Beach, Seattle, London, India, Brazil (at the 

Opera House there), in Nassau, the Bahamas, 
and then back again to Paris. She also went on 
Theatre Guild outings, which included cruises 
in the Mediterranean, where she came to meet 
Patricia Neal and Kitty Carlyle Hart, with whom 
she became close friends. Her traveling around, 
continuing how she had been brought up, 
became a way of life for her. And she just 
loved it. Who wouldn't love singing at a private 
birthday party at the St. Regis in Manhattan that 
an Arab Prince was throwing for his 30-year-old 
girlfriend?

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“It was Valentine’s Day, and a big rush 
situation. I sang first at a dinner party for 
Patricia Neal at the Cosmopolitan Club, singing 
with Ron Raines. Then I had to rush over to the 
Presidential Suite at the St. Regis. The Prince 
kept going from the bedroom to the living 
room the whole time I was singing,” she said, 
“bringing his beloved one piece of gift-wrapped 
jewelry from Harry Winston after another and 
draping it on her. She’d smile and whisper ‘stop, 
stop’ and I’m watching this and thinking wow, 
lucky her, I'll take ’em!” 

Anna described her cocktail party Jubilee 
performance for the birthday of Queen Elizabeth 
at the Consul General’s home in New York City. 
“Everything had to be approved by Buckingham 
Palace,” she said. “I wore proper shoes and

a dress, nothing low-cut. I was told to sing 
things straight, no jazz or riffs with any of it, 
particularly when I sang “God Save the Queen” 
(the British National Anthem) and “The Star 
Spangled Banner.” They asked to hear me sing 
how I would do it ahead of time.” 

I asked Anna her favorite stage roles. 

“Masha in Chekohv’s Three Sisters,” she says. 
“Kate in Kiss Me, Kate and Valencienne in The 
Merry Widow.” 

She performs often in London, “most recently 
at the LSO at St. Luke’s, where we raised more 
than 200,000 British pounds for two major 
hospitals that do heart transplants. I performed 
with Rowan Atkinson—aka Mr. Bean— 
what fun.” 

Before her performance this Saturday, she 
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performed her Rodgers show in a private 
salon at a horse farm in Millbrook. On August 
16, she will be performing a new show at 
Mohonk Summer Music Festival in upstate New 
York, she’ll be at Guild Hall for the George 
Bernard Shaw play on September 4, then at the 
Knickerbocker Club in Manhattan on September 
28, then at the University Club on October 7. 

It was eight years ago that she met Scott 
Corzine (no relation to former New Jersey 
Governor John Corzine.) 

“I met him at the Café Luxemburg in 
Manhattan, first seeing him across a crowded 
room,” she says, inadvertently quoting a line 
from “Some Enchanted: Evening” by Rodgers 


~ and Hammerstein. 


She had decided it was time to get serious 
with her life. But she didn’t want to give up her 
creative work. She’d had boyfriends in the past, 
but they wanted her to abandon her performing 
career and conform to theirs. But she wanted 
to continue her lifestyle of performing and 
traveling all over the world, and though some 
might want to do that, what boyfriends could 
either find a life doing that or compete with it? 

She met Scott on Match.com. He runs the 
risk management practice of FTI Consulting in 
Manhattan. They have offices in 26 countries. 
“He traveled a lot, maybe we could meet in 
those places. I'd travel, he’d travel with me. He 
could do his work just about anywhere they had 
an office. This might work.” 

However, she wouldn’t let Scott watch her 
perform in public for three months after they 
met. She didn’t want him to see her as a “star.”

In May of that year, 
we moved in together and bought a beautiful 
Havanese puppy. We were married at the 
National Arts Club in Gramercy Park on New 
Year’s Eve. And it’s been wonderful.-1 perform, 
and nearby he drums up new international 
clients....and makes golf tee times.” 

I asked her what she likes about him. 

“He’s a southern gentleman from: North 
Carolina. He’s smart and charming. He’s a 
beautiful human being. And you can say this for 
me. He’s hot.” 

She also used a word | hed never heard 
before. “I appreciate Scott’s weltanschauung. 
It’s German for ‘world view.’ The European 
weltanschauung can be different from ours, for 
example.

She looks at 
me with an expression somewhere between 
admiration and disbelief.

McGumbus. He’s a local institution.” 

“You're joking.” 

“Why would I joke about something like 
this?” This is Marguerita’s second summer in 
the Hamptons, the first since we married. It 
hasn’t been the sort of year that you wish a 
newlywed couple at their wedding. I’ve spent 
most of the past year in the hospital with sepsis 
from an infected tumor. There have been late 
nights spent huddling by the hospital bed, 
kisses stolen around the intravenous antibiotic 
drip, poems scrawled on hospital cafeteria 
napkins.

This is why we visit the Hamptons, so long 
days can stretch ahead of us like the sand 
spread out before us. We start our journey in 
Sag Harbor, visiting the former home of famed 
author John Steinbeck.

It’s private property, so we can’t actually 
enter it, but we watch from the street, looking 
for signs of life on the yard gently sloping 
down toward the bay.

suppress a shiver as | pull my denim jacket 
more tightly around me. It feels like a 
promise gone unfulfilled. Just like 
when we promised we would be 
together forever, in sickness and

“At Steinbeck’s house?” 
Marguerita looks at me 
incredulously. I nod. “They 


were friends, you know. They 

used to meet up on the wharf and 

share a beer. Steinbeck credited his 

conversations with Old Man McGumbus 
with inspiring his book Travels with Charley.” 

“Now you're just making stuff up.” Marguerita 
is still smiling, but there’s just a hint of coldness 
in her face. I shake my head. 

“No, look it up. Old Man McGumbus likes 
to let everyone know about his friendship 
with Steinbeck. There was a man, he likes to 
say. A real man, a man’s man. Not like these 
damned hippies today with their yoga and 
their board shorts and their fancy artisanal 
cocktails. We need more men in the Hamptons 
like John Steinbeck.” 

The next stop on our journey to find Old Man 
McGumbus is Shelter (Continued on next page) 
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Island. We drive onto the ferry and get out of 
our car as it crosses. I lean over the edge to 
feel the breeze whip against my face, so far 
that Marguerita grows worried and yanks me 
back. “Do you remember,” I say, “when I was in 
the hospital, and I said that all I wanted was to 
come back to the Hamptons once again, to feel 
the breeze from the water?” 

Marguerita nods solemnly. “You said 
you couldn’t bear to die so far from the 
water. It’s your church, your temple. Your place 
of worship.” 

“Well, here we are.” 

The ferry disembarks, and we drive onto

getting up and walking out of the meeting, 
and after that Uber turned it all upside down 
by saying they were essentially “thrown out” 
of the town to whoever asked. They also sent 
emails around the country urging customers 
and employees and drivers to flood East 
Hampton Town offices with e-mails of protest. In 
another email, they wrote what was essentially 
a slap in the face to every one of the local 
taxi drivers. 

It read, as reported by The East Hampton Star, 
“riders will be unable to get reliable, safe rides 
in any part of East Hampton out to Montauk— 
effective immediately.” 

And this resulted in The New York 
Business Journal writing, “a small town in 
the Hamptons today succeeded [in beating 


Uber] where the entire yellow cab industry 


has failed.” 

Also suffering were the Uber drivers who got 
the summonses. They had to take a day out 
from work to come out on June 22 to plead 
guilty or not guilty. And when they came they 
learned the hearing was postponed to July 
20..In the end, a deal was struck with their 
lawyers. The Town would drop the criminal 
charges and in exchange the drivers would pay 
up to $400 fines. 

Well, maybe Uber sensed something we did 
not this past spring, which was that Montauk 
might be becoming the new hot spot for wild 
selfies, crazy parties, drunkenness and sex, 
ending with a great need to get back home 
by taxi, a job which Uber predicted, in their 
email, could not safely be handled by the 
current taxi companies. 

I made some calls around to _ the 
taxi companies. Yes, they can handle things. 
And no, they don’t need any help. Also, | 
learned that some cab companies now have 
telephone apps. Go online and order the cab. 
Progress. 

My opinion is we have a very serious situation 
on our hands. I think the Town Supervisor

transcended her underdeveloped character), 
and Alison’s husband, Cole (Joshua Jackson, 
who has officially graduated from Dawson’s 
Creek into dashing leading man territory).

Montauk (working title), Netflix: This series is 
being billed as “a love letter to the ’80s classics 
that captivated a generation.” I’m not quite 
sure what that means, but the show revolves 
around the search for a boy who goes missing 
in Montauk under possibly supernatural 
circumstances. Frequent Hamptons visitor 
Winona Ryder will star as the boy’s mother. 
There’s no release date just yet. 

American Horror Story: Hotel, FX: ’'ve always 
had a love/hate relationship with American 
Horror Story.

I did get a taste of Chafetz’s work last month at 
a special lunch held at Marc WoOlffer’s house at: 
the Wolffer Estate in Sagaponack. Every course 
was a standout and well paired with W6lffer 
wines. Each dish featured the best of local 
ingredients—but the mushroom risotto lingers 
most prominently in my mind. I see Chafetz 


every Saturday at the Sag Harbor Farmers ~ 


Market as we both search out the best seasonal 
ingredients. I know she’s struck a deal with Dale 
& Bette’s Farm for organic produce. 

Longtime Wo6olffer winemaker and partner 
Roman Roth says, “I was very happy with the first 
meal here. Not many people experience Long 
Island wines like we do (indicating himself and 
this writer’s family). Here you can experience 
the high end, the best wines of Long Island. 
Not just rosé—you may have a Paumanok 
[Vineyards] wine with your meal—it will be a 
Wolffer experience!” Roth has been developing 
this new restaurant’s wine list. When finalized 
it is projected to feature about 60% Long Island 
wines and, of those wines, about 60% will 
be Wo6lffer—so expect a smattering of special 
Wolffer releases that aren’t often found outside 
of the Sagaponack winery itself. 

Roth makes some of the best wines on Long 
Island, under the Wolffer label and his own, The 
Grapes of Roth. In fact W6lffer Estate Vineyard 
received the highest scores ever awarded to a 
Long Island wine from Mark Squires, reviewer 
for Robert Parker’s The Wine Advocate, earlier 
this month. Squires visited the vineyard in 
April as part of a tour of East Coast wineries. 
His assessment included two 94-point ratings, 
one for Diosa Late Harvest 2012 and one for 
Descencia Botrytis Chardonnay 2012. 

Roth offered guests a very special drink as 
well. He said, “May I bring you a Free Spirit? It’s 
what I’m drinking now.” A Free Spirit is a non- 
alcoholic cocktail based on W6lffer’s verjus. It 
comes in a large wine glass with fresh fruit (this 
night it was blueberries and bits of peaches 
and strawberries), served over a lot of ice, with 
a straw.

A Feast for the Senses at Lavender by the Bay 


BY EMILY J. WEITZ 


hen I spoke to Chanan Rozenbaum, son of 

Susan and Serge Rozenbaum, he was weeding 
in the lavender fields. Even though the blooms are 
yet to appear on all of the woody plants, there’s 
- much work to be done to prepare the 17 acres of 
lavender that grow on their family farm in East 
Marion, on the North Fork of Long Island. 

Chanan didn’t always plan to go into the lavender 
business, although in retrospect, it makes sense. 
At the Rozenbaum’s summer house in the dunes in 
Southold, the only thing that grew well in the sandy 
soil was lavender. And in fact, it grew so well that 
they had plenty to spare. They started a roadside 
lavender stand for fun. . 

“My mom would make sachets,” says Chanan, 
“and we’d make bunches, and set up a picnic bench 
in front of the house. Then we’d go to the beach, 
and when we got home, there’d be money in a jar.” 
After a while, his dad bought an acre of land to grow 
lavender. It has since grown to 17 acres. 

They grow French and English lavender on the 
farm, and there are three times of bloom. The English 
lavender blooms twice: once at the end of June and 
then again at the very end of summer. The French 
lavender blooms once, in early July. If you go to the 
lavender fields at that time, the aroma is arresting. 

“When it’s blooming,” says Chanan, “it’s a 
sea of purple.” 

There is some variety in the colors, though. There 
are pink blooms, white blooms, and various shades 


of purple. Some plants are tall and others short. 
When they’re in bloom, these varieties roll into each 
other and give this effect of ocean waves. 

The soothing effect of simply looking at a lavender 
field may be dwarfed by the soothing experience of 
taking a deep breath. Lavender has been lauded for 
centuries for its healing, calming properties. The 
essential oil is in the bud. 

“Lavender is best in its dried state,” says Chanan. 
“If it loses its fragrance, you just pinch the bud.” 

He brings his lavender products to farmers markets 
in the city regularly, like the one in Union Square. 

“Every time someone walks by you hear them 
comment,” he says. “They'll say ‘I love lavender.’ 
There’s something about it. It has a visceral effect.” 

Lavender by the Bay doesn’t do farmers markets 
on the East End because, for people who live locally, 
it’s really worth the trip to East Marion. You can go 
to the farm, walk through the fields, and see the bees. 

“Our honey is exquisite,” says Chanan. “The 
bees pollinate the lavender, and that’s how we get 
lavender honey.” 

Many purveyors of lavender honey soak lavender 
in their honey, but the delicate flavor from Lavender 
by the Bay is attained through that natural process 
of pollination. The lavender honey is ready at the end 
of July and in early August, and they used to have a 
waiting list. Now, they offer it on a first-come, first- 
serve basis because the waiting list got so long. 

Every spring the farm offers lavender plants 
for sale so you can plant lavender of your 
own. When planting lavender, there are three

basic rules to live by. 

“Lavender needs lots of sun, soil that drains, anda 
haircut at the end of the season,” says Chanan. 

_It grows great in the sandy soil on Long Island, and 
lends a multi-sensory experience to the garden. 

For Chanan, it’s a joy to be back to the 
family business. 

“This was the ultimate calling,” he says. “As 
stressful as it can be [running a business], I am 
standing in a lavender field right now, so how bad 
can it be?” ga

With four Grammy Awards, four gold and two 
platinum albums to her name, Collins is still working. 
A new album is scheduled for release on September 
18. “It goes into new and classic material,” she says. 
“I keep writing my own songs and I will be singing a 
brand new song of mine when I sing in Riverhead.” 

On what drives her career, Collins says, “I make a 
living performing. That’s essential: to be an artist, to 
be independent...that has been my goal since I was 
a little girl. | consider it a tremendous success and 
triumph that I have been doing what I want and have 
been able to make a living at it right up to this moment. 
It’s a total privilege. It is a service,” she says. “I come 
from a line of folks on my mother’s side who were 
preachers and writers. I have a mission that has to do 
with people, allowing them to be vulnerable to music, 
to help them survive the difficult things I have had to 
deal with.” 

To protect her body and voice, Collins is vigilant 
about her nutrition. “I eat three meals a day. | don’t 
snack. I don’t eat between meals. I don’t eat grains, 
sugar or flour. And I don’t eat junk.” 

She is outraged by the epidemic of eating disorders 
and obesity. “It’s not just that [people] are fat, they 


- are sick. It’s a disaster. It’s a calamity in this country 


and it has to be addressed.” Still incredibly beautiful, 
she believes “exercise is the fountain of youth. 
Without it we are operating without proper attention 
to the machinery we have been given...I can’t afford 
to let these things slow me down or turn me around.” 

But back to the music: “Politics come and go 
and issues come and go, but...a classic song is 
forever,” she says. Her favorite? “(Amazing Grace’ is 
particularly powerful. Everyone joins in and sings it. 
I have started to sing it more often because it is so 
important with all the racial tension that is going on.” 
The political is still married to the music. 

And speaking of marriage, Collins has been 
married to Louis Nelson for 19 years, but they have 
been together for 37. What is her secret? “Patience, 
forgiveness, don’t go to sleep mad. And the phrase 
‘You might be right.’” Preach!

TRAINWRECK 

Amy Schumer debuts at the 

top, writing and starring in

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The Gardener Needs Water, Too! 


BY JEANELLE MYERS - 


My after-work hours are very 
boring but consistent. If | 
don’t work late, I read a little, 
shower, eat dinner (prepared 
by my husband) and fall asleep 
on the couch by 8 p.m. But 
these last few weeks, I have 
been more tired than I should 
have been—to the _ point 
where I had to take last Friday 
off and lay in bed all day. 
There were spells of dizziness 
and, of course, I imagined all sorts of dire illnesses. 
A diagnosis of dehydration was pronounced by my 
sister, the acupuncturist and knower of all things 
regarding bodily health. 

The diagnoses relieved my dread and made 
sense. I have the symptoms of dehydration 
common to those who work outside, do not 
consume enough fluids, eat lunch on the fly and 
are too tired after work to eat much at all: fatigue, 
extreme at times and dizzy spells. One can also be 
“fuzzy brained” and get confused. 

The possibility of dehydration did not occur 
to me. I had begun, with the warmer weather, 
drinking more water but that is not the solution 
and excess water can even make things worse. One 
needs water, but more important are electrolytes. 
I had heard of them but did not realize what they do 
until I did some research. 

Electrolytes are essential for life! They are seven 
chemical compounds that enable our bodies to 
send nerve impulses from one cell to another 
controlling all muscle coordination—and thus heart 
function and fluids. They can be kept in balance 
by drinking enough fluids (mot a lot of coffee or 
alcohol) and eating a good diet high in fruits and 
vegetables. Vitamins help but electrolytes most need 
potassium, magnesium, calcium and phosphate. If 
you are experiencing unexplained fatigue dizziness,

achy joints, bones and/or muscles and/or mental 
confusion maybe you are dehydrated. Drink water 
throughout the day and eat well. Don’t let it go too far 
like I did. I plan to add some electrolytes to my water! 

Too much water can also be a problem for plants. 
Several gardens where I work have had the irrigation 
adjusted more than once this season because they 
were getting too much water. You will know when 
the soil seems constantly wet or very moist on the 
top and it is always very weedy. If you have this 
condition, examine the weeds carefully and become 
familiar with them. They like this condition and are’ 
usually present in this circumstance...“water weeds.” 

One small bed that I tend once a month became so 
wet that many of the plants drowned. The irrigation 
had been turned up for the lawn and. the bed is 
in that same zone. The irrigation will need to be 
changed and the plants replaced. The water weeds, 
however, were vigorous. 

Pots must be watched. Water them well—but 


‘note that overwatering can kill the plants. Put your 


finger into the soil and water generously when the 
soil is dry to the first knuckle. I was at a property 
this week where a pot of rosemary was floating. 
The hole on the bottom of the pot had become 
clogged and the automatic watering tube in

Lawsuits Affecting Income-Producing Real Estate Owners

here are so many get-rich-quick schemes 

for investing hard-earned savings in real 
estate to generate a huge passive income through 
rentals. Wake up—nothing in life is always roses, 
and not everyone can be Kiyosaki’s Rich Dad. Here 
is a list of common litigation issues that income- 
producing property owners face incident to living 
the landlord’s dream. 


Purchase/Sale Disputes 

Just getting to the closing table is the purchaser’s 
first challenge. While the real estate brokers may 
have promised that they negotiated a terrific deal 
where everyone agreed to the price, financing and 
deposit, what happens when the current owners 
have open building permits that require a Certificate 
of Occupancy and the town decides that the 
construction wasn’t performed to code? Now, the 
town requires a variance to grant the Certificate of 
Occupancy, which may not be forthcoming. After 
the purchaser’s lender declines: the loan incident 
to this news, the purchaser wants the deposit back, 
but the sellers say “no way,” arguing that they are 
complying with the contract of sale by way of making 
good faith efforts to get the Certificate of Occupancy. 
This results in litigation that can take several years 
to resolve. Beyond title defects (i.e., open permits), 
there can be other issues that prevent a closing from 
occurring, such as out-of-possession property lines, 
seller’s non-ownership status, restrictive covenants 


preventing an intended use or just the efficient use 
of the property, existing liens against the real estate, 
current tenant issues with estoppel letters not 
being forthcoming—and many others. Prospective 
purchasers who are pound-smart rightfully know 
that spending their pennies on proper due diligence 
as soon as practicable can save real money when 
getting into the real estate game. Start with a title 
search, perform environmentals, review all current 
leases and perform a meet and greet with tenants, 
while always being sure to check with the Army 
Corps of Engineers when dealing with waterfront 
property. Only if everything checks out should you 
even consider being a purchaser. 


Rental/Lease Disputes 
If you get past the closing table, make sure only 
to rent your income producing property pursuant 
to a tailored lease that addresses your particular 
real estate needs. Beyond writing down your specific 


expectations in a House Rules (e.g., allocation of 


control and costs between tenants to pump the 
cesspools) that is incorporated by reference into 
the lease agreement, the lease should also identify 
what bank will be holding the security deposit in 
satisfaction of the General Obligations Law. It’s also 
wise for the landlord to have a holdover provision 
in a tailored lease that multiplies the rent by two 
or three times in the event that the tenant doesn’t 
vacate the premises after the expiration of their 
lease term. Further, a clause for attorneys’ fees and 
costs incident to an eviction would serve an income-

producing landlord well. Plus, it would be smart to 


label every cost beyond rent as “additional rent” 


within the lease so that the landlord ‘will be able 
to recover a money judgment accordingly incident 
to an eviction (i.e., failure to so label will result 


in such monies being unavailable in an eviction 


proceeding). By the way, landlords should put into 
their operating budget the fact that if a tenant is out 
of possession when it’s finally time to sue for unpaid 
rents, a summary proceeding won’t be available 
and a prolonged and costly litigation will be the 
only option. 


Ownership Disputes 
Many income-producing property owners simply 
don’t have the requisite capital to get into the

erts 
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landlord game on their own in the first place, even 
with financing. However, that often doesn’t stop 
them, and they become investment sponsors who 
talk their friends into joining them in the Rich Dad 
_ dream. If these friends are merely passive investors 
in a common enterprise for profits based solely 
on the efforts of the sponsor, then securities laws 
become applicable and the Attorney General and the 
SEC may have something to say about the ownership 
structure. This won’t go well. That is, unless the 
sponsor undertook initial diligence through making 
all requisite filings in compliance with both New 
York’s Blue Sky Laws (i.e., Martin Act) and Federal 
Securities Laws. Still further, if the friends become 
voting partners in the entity (i.e., a corporation 
or limited liability company), then everything will 
be fine and dandy until the partners first disagree 
in their management decisions for the real estate. 
At that time there will be a corporate dissolution 
lawsuit (i.e., think business divorce), the result of 
which will be dependent on how the By-Laws and/ 
or Operating Agreement were first written when 
the entity was initially formed and also how such 
writings were complied with throughout the entity’s 
entire existence. Alternatively, if the friends became 
partners through a tenants-in-ccommon ownership 
structure instead of utilizing such corporate 
formalities, then a partition lawsuit will ensue in 
the face of managerial disagreements. To avoid this 
drama, it would be best to spend those pounds on 
negotiating a well-drafted partnership agreement 
(i.e., By-Laws and/or Operating Agreement) between 
the investors before even considering opening 
for operations. 


Housing Discrimination 

If an income-producing property owner obtains 
ownership through a properly structured investment 
(i.e., both the financial with the lender and the 
equity with the partners), drafts a great lease, has 
reserves to avoid foreclosure, then it should be 
clean sailing, right? Now, the property owner should 
just exercise the inherent right to select or decline 
any tenant with absolute discretion because, after 
all, it’s the landlord’s property and this is a country 
where freedom rings, right? In 1967, the United 
States Supreme Court made clear that such a right 
does not exist in the seminal case of Reitman v. 
Mulkey, where the Court held that no private right

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to discriminate exists. Now, some 48 years later 
the Supreme Court has spoken again in closing the 
door on any discrimination in the case of Texas 
Department of Housing and Community Affairs v. 
The Inclusive Communities Project, Inc. This time, 
the Court ruled that landlords are not only precluded 
from direct acts of discrimination (i.e., treating 
people differently on the face of a given act), but 
that they are also precluded from undertaking acts 
that have unintended secondary effects on protected 
classes of persons. The Supreme Court stated that 
the purpose of permitting these lawsuits, on what is 
called a disparate impact theory, is to “counteract 
unconscious prejudices and disguised animus that 
escape easy classification as disparate treatment.” 
In Suffolk County, there are 14 protected classes 
including Race, Creed, Color, Sex, Gender, Disability, 
Religion, Familial Status, National Origin, Alienage/

Citizenship, Marital Status, Sexual Orientation, 
Age and Lawful Source of Income. On top of that, 
landlords in Suffolk County need to be mindful of the 
protected classes in Federal, State and Local (i.e., 
City, Town and Village) statutes, as each exposes 
a landlord to a discrimination lawsuit. Simply put, 
not discussing a’tenant’s demographics in rentals 
is the best policy for an income-producing landlord 
who seeks to avoid a lawsuit for direct damages, 
compensatory damages, punitive damages 
and attorneys’ fees. If you think such a lawsuit 
wont put you out of the landlord game, 
think again.
